A Day in Canadian History

January 7 is a day of legislative 
anniversaries. No fewer than five 

speakers of Canadian assemblies 
elected on this date: Archi- 
é McLean of Upper Canada 
Assembly in 18)/; R. M. Wells of 

the Ontario Assembly, in 1874; 
Charles Clarke also of Ontario, 
1880; F. G, Marchand of the Que- 
bee Assembly (re-elected) 1890, 

nd James Johnson of the Mani- 

toba legislature in 1903. Mr. Mc- 
Lean was afterwards chief justice 
of Upper Canada, while Mr. March- 
and was premier of Quebec. 

Two clerks of the House of Com- 
mons were chosen on January 7: 
W. B. Northrup, former M.P. for 
Hastings, succeeding Dr. T. R. 
Flint, in 1918, and Arthur Beau- 
chesne, the present holder of the 
office, in 1925. 

It was on January 7, 1832, that 
William Lyon Mackenzie was, for 

| 4 second time, expelled from the 
Upper Canada assembly. He had 
been re-elected by his constituents 
of York by 119 to 1, and therefore 
his sentence was purged. But two 
days later Mackenzie in the Ad- 


v e printed another attack upon 
the governor and the Family Com-
